Seorion 1. De it enacted by the Senate
dnd [Iouse of Represcutatives of the Stato
of South Carolina, now met and sitting in
General Assembly, and by the authority of
tho same, That the Stato Superintondent of
Tiduoation and four porsons to bo appointed
by the Governor, by and with the advico
and cobsent of the Seuate, who shall hold
offica for fowr years avd until their succes.
sors may be appointed, unless sooner ro—
moval by the Governor, shall constitute the
Stute Boord of Ixaminors, OF tliis Board
the Stule Superintondont of Iducatios
shall bo ¢z oplicio Chairman, Tho olerk of
tho State Suporintepdent of lidubatiod, as

the Stato Board of lixaminors. IIo shall
ba oustodian of its records, papers and
effcots, nnd 8linll keep niiuites of its pro-
ccedings; andl  said rocords, papers and
minutes shall bo kept in tho oflico oi- lie
Btato Supoerintondent of Kducation and 8knll
bo open to inspcation.

That the State Board of Exami-
nors shall, during the first week in May and
the first week in September of each year,
and at such other times as may bo necessary,
exawmine all persons who oy mdke applica-
tion as to their qualification for teaching
school 1t this State; and that to svery person
of good motal chinracter who passes o antis-
faotory examination the board shall issue a
certifionto of qualification, to bo signed by

Seo. 7. That a State Superintendent of

That he shall, before entoring
upon the daties of his office, give bond for
the uso of the State of South .Carolina in
the penal sum of five thousand dollars, with

vourse of studies and mothod of instruotion
employed shall be seoured, as far os praoti-
cable, in the schools of the scveral grades
respectively. Ilo shall acquaint himself,
as far as praoticable, with the eharaoter
and condition of each school, noting any
deficionoies that may exist, either in the
government of tho sohool or the olassifica-
Lion of its pupils, or the method of instruo—
tion employed in the eoveral branches, and
shall mako such soggestions, in private, to
the teachers as to him shall appear neccasary
to the good order of the achool and the
progress of the pupils, He shall note the
oharaoter and condition of the school
housos, the sufficiency or insufficiency of
the furriture, and shell make such sugges
tiona to the several District Boards as, in
his opinion, shall seem oconducive to the
comfort and progress of the soveral schools.

meats in the sohool system as he may deem
uscful, and giving such other information
in regord to the practionl operation pof the
free publie schools nnd laws relating thereto
ag may bo doomed of publio interest. IHe
sholl also include in his roport such other
matters as shall be directed to report by the

8Ec. 20, That it shall bo tho duty of the
County Boards of KExeminers aud of the
Boards of Trustees, us hereinafter provided
fur, to sev that in overy school under there
ocaro there shall be taught, as far as praoti-
oable, orthography, reading; writing, arith-
metio, geography, English grammer, history,
of the United Stotes, and of this State,
morals and good bohavior,

Beb, 80. That thete shall bo in cach
county a Boord of Iixsminers, composad:
of the County School Commissioner (who
shall ex gfficto, be chairman,) and two other:
membera who shall be appointed by the
State Board of Examiners and shall ‘hold
office for the term of two years from the
time of their appointment and until their
stiooensors shall Il]:-e.' qualified, unless sooner
removed by the State Board of Examiners;
but po porson shall be sppointed a member
of the Couaty Board of lixaminers who is,
not competent to teach a first grade
sohool, 1t shall bo the duty of tho county
Board of Bxaminers to examino all candi-
dates for the profession of tencher, and to
give to caoh person found qualified a cortifi-
oate setting forth the branches of learning
he or sho may be ospable of teaching, such
examination to be renewed cvery year; and:
no teacher sholl be employed in any of the:
free publio schools without a cerlificato
from the Conuty Board of Iixaminers or the
State Board of Examiners.

Seo. 81. That the County Board of
Examiners shall meet at least twioo a year,
at suoch places and at suoh times as the.
County Bohool Commissioner shall appoint;
that the County Bohool Comminsioner shall
be Chairmon and Clerk of ‘the Board, end
shall keep a fair record of their proceedings,
and a register of the name, age, sox, color,
residence and date of certificate of caoly

erson to whom a ocrtifioato is issued, and
in oase a oortifioate be oanceled, shall make'
a proper oniry of the same; and the said
board shall have power to revoke any certifi--
onte gronted by them, for immoral or un-
rofessional conduct or evident wunfitness
or tonohing. :
